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REMARKS 

Summary of Office Action 

Claims 11-15, 17-18 and 22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Held et al . (U.S. Patent No. 6,177,972) in view of Sakai et al . (U.S. Patent No. 
6,222,603). 

Summary of Amendment 

Claim 1 1 has been amended referring to paragraphs [0037] and [0039] and claim 22 has 
been canceled. No new matter has been added. Hence, claims 1 1-15 and 17-18 are pending for 
consideration. 

All Claims Comply With § 103 

Claims 11-15, 17-18 and 22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Held et al . (U.S. Patent No. 6,1 77,972) in view of Sakai et al . (U.S. Patent No. 
6,222,603). Applicant respectfully traverses. 

As amended, independent claim 1 1 recites, in part, "wherein, when a voltage is applied 
across the two electrodes, the liquid crystal and photo-reactant material are arranged according to 
the applied electric field in the horizontal direction; wherein the photo-reactant material and the 
liquid crystal material have a character aligned by the same UV light, linearly polarized, as the 
UV light for curing the sealant; and wherein the photo-reactant material remains uncured." 
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Held et al . fails to teach or suggest at least the above-noted features of the claimed invention. In 
particular, Held et al . discloses that the polymer network is fixed in the cell and is believed to 
remain substantially unaltered by the application of a switching voltage to the IPS electrodes and 
that the polymer network 8 in FIG. 4 (when applying electric field) remains in substantially the 
same orientation as in FIG. 3 (when applying no voltage). Hence, Held et al . fails to disclose 
that when a voltage is applied across the two electrodes, the liquid crystal and photo-reactant 
material are arranged according to the applied electric field in the horizontal direction as the 
claimed invention. Also, Held et al . fails to disclose that the photo-reactant material and the 
liquid crystal material have a character aligned by the same UV light, linearly polarized, as the 
UV light for curing the sealant; and that the photo-reactant material remains uncured as the 
claimed invention. 

Sakai et al . does not and cannot cure at least these deficiencies. Therefore, Held et al . 
and Sakai et al ., whether taken individually or in combination, fail to teach all the features of 
independent claim 1 1 and its dependent claims 11-15 and 17-18. 

CONCLUSION
